A spokesman for Scotland Yard said Ray was 
arrested at London’s Heathrow Airport and was being 
held at Cannon Row police station in central London. 


Announcement of Ray’s 
arrest, while carring two Cana- 
dian passports and a loaded 
gun, was made here after the 
arrest was disclosed in Wash- 
ington by the FBI and the 
attorney-general's office. 

Ray was charged under the 
name of Ramon George Sneyd, 
the name on the passports, with 
possession of a firearm without 
certificate and possession of a 
forged passport. 

Police sources said that Ray 
will appear at Bow Street court 
Monday. 

He was picked up as he was 
about to embark on a flight for 
Brussels, with the FBI, the 
RCMP and Scotland Yard co- 
operating.

~ The Promising Party 


Bey Sohsoge~ cob LIBERAL CANDI- 
date David Groos has drawn 
attention to one of the chief falla- 
cies of the Conservative election 
campaign: the Tory propensity to 
call for greater federal expenditures 
and lower federal taxes in alternate 
breaths. This sort of double-entry 
political book-keeping was.as much 
a Tory tactic while Parliament sat 
as it is now on the hustings. It is 
one of the most popular of opposi- 
tion 'party gambits—as long as 
audiences do not remember from 
one-meeting or speaker to another 
what has been said. 

Mr. Charman, the Tory candi- 
date, has sought to straddle the 
problem by enunciating the interest- 
ing theory that because Greater 
Victorians are prosperous and pay 
higher income taxes, the federal 
government should recognize this by 
building ships here at greatly in- 
creased cost. Mr. Charman could 
hardly deny a similar concession to 
any other city in Canada which 
qualifies. So with the cost of every- 
thing the federal government buys 
released from the-control of econom- 
ics and based instead on the factor 
of pleasing local residents wherever 
they might be, we could expect some 
really whopping budgets—as though 
they haven’t been large enough al- 
ready — and some equally alarm- 
ing increases in taxation to pay for 
them. Thus the Conservative financ- 
ial merry-go-round. 

As Mr. Groos.pointed out, Con- 
servative Leader Stanfield, in the 
desperation of his campaign, is 


. 


promising to spend money faster 
than his colleagues across the coun- 
try can save it. There is, for in- 
stance, the Conservative leader’s 
promise to establish a guaranteed 
income for-Canadians, his plan to 
build 200,000 houses a year from a 
multi-million-dollar fund, his pro- 
posal for a national pollution agen- 
cy, and similar pleasing but highly 
expensive programs. The sugges- 
tions are fine, but they should not 
be advanced with the implication 
that they will not cost a great deal 
of money. With the need to reduce 
high expenditures still one of the 
country’s most pressing items of 
business, Mr. Stanfield’s contradic- 
tions must be apparent to every 


_ voter. 


In a speech this week, the Tory 
leader derided the Liberal platform 
issued. afew days ago as mere 
“generalities”. The implication is 
that Mr.’ Stanfield’s planks deal 
with specific, practical proposals. If 
proposing to spend many millions 
of dollars more without placing any 
increased costs on the Canadian 
taxpayer is specific. and practical, 
then even Mr. Charman’s merry-go- 
round book-keeping would seem 
to make sense. : 

The plain fact is that Mr.-Stan- 
field’s initial push, deriving from 
the Toronto leadership cofivention, 
has run down, and he and his sup- 
porters are back to the old game 
of promising anything and every- 
thing that might seem attractive to 
a voter—while still pretending that 
it will not cost him any more. 


A Reverse Trend 


A TIMELY WARNING WAS DE- 
livered this week by Mr. R. A. 
Engholm, retiring president of the 


—Canadian—Manufacturers’Associa- 


tion, when he said that the United 
States may be driven to adopt pro- 
tectionist policies gvhich could touch 
off a world-wide recession. Averting 
any move toward restricting interna- 
tional tradehe said, “will be the 
prime test of U.S. and western states- 
manship in‘the months ahead.” 

Mr. Engholm’s warning was 
given almost on the eve of the first 
full- dress United States Congres- 
sional debate on foreign trade policy 
since 1962. And reports from Wash- 


‘ington indicate that the protection- 


ists have massed greater strength 
amongst legislators than they have 
had perhaps since President Frank- 
lin 1D. Roosevelt and Secretary of 


State Cordell Hull pushed the nation- 


into more liberal trade policies in the 
mid-thirties. : 

Pending in Congress now are lit- 
erally dozens of bills designed to 
limit imports, although a number of 
them are euphemistically. labelled 
as measures to ensure ‘‘orderly mar- 
keting” or “fair trade.” Heading the 
lobbying groups are major industries 
including steel, oil, chemicals and 


textiles, all supported by powerful 


segments of organized labor which 
decry the “export of American jobs.” 
‘The climate of opinion is such that 
_the United States could, as Mr. Eng- 
holm put it, turn inward economi- 
cally. 

Although the United States is 
committed to lowering tariff bar- 
riers as negotiated during the Ken- 
nedy Round, there are a number of 
ways of evading the consequences of 


the agreements, and some which 
possibly would have a worse effect 
than tariffs. There has been talk— 
usually in-the interest of cutting the 
American balance of payments defi- 
cit—of imposing border taxes, ex- 
port subsidies and rebates, complex 
licensing and quality control require- 
ments, quantitative quotas and 
other measures. 


It may seem-strange that the Un- 
ited States, the most powerful and 
technologically advanced nation in 
the world, cannot compete with for- 
eign countries in many areas. But 
American ‘industry is only now be~ 
ginning to realize that the advantage 
it has held in trade-for so many 
years has been narrowing, that 
foreign industry has been improving 
in technological and managerial skill 
and_often with American capital, to 
the point where it is not only eom- 
petitive in-many fields but superior 
in some. 


It isn’t difficult to show that any 
inward turning on the part of the 
United States would be economically 
unsound for everyone concerned, 
Americans as well as those with 
whom. they trade. In a relatively 
short time it would destroy the free 
market economy of the world, break- 
ing it up into productively unecon~ 
omic blocs, destroying industrial ef- 
ficiency and increasing costs. The 
danger is that with the, United 
States apparently unwilling, or un- 
able, to take the steps necessary to 
control its own economy and reduce 
its international payments deficit, 
the pressure of special interests may 
be strong enough to force a retreat 
to an insular mercantilism.

What Price Experience in Successful PMs? 


NE indication of the change which 
has come-over our politics is the 
fact, noted by an Ottawa newspaper, 
that Mr. Trudeau, at the beginning of 
this year, ranked {| 
25th among: the min- 
isters in order of 
precedence. As would 
be expected in these 
circumstances, the 
opposition parties are 
doing their best to 
exploit the prime- 
minister’s lack of ex- 
perience. Although 
Mr. Stanfield has had 
even less exposure to 
federai politics than Mr. Trudeau, his 
long service as premier of Nova Scotia is 
an asset which the Conservatives, quite 
legitimately, are stressing in their 
campaign advertisements. 

It would be ridiculous for the Liberals 
to complain about this since Mr. 
Smallwood, in a recent election, attri- 
buted all the misfortunes of Mr. 
Diefenbaker to. the fact that he becamé 
prime minister without serving so much 
as an, apprenticeship on a school board. 

There is one point, however, which 
apparently eluded Mr. Smallwood and 
has ‘evidently not been considered by Mr. 
Stanfield’s writers. It is very difficult to 
find any correlation between experience 
and political success in our parliamen- 
tary history. 

One could certainly argue, on the 
basis of the first half-century, that 
Canadians of those days expected their 
peliticians to work their way up the 
ladder of* party service. Macdonald's 
experience» undoubtedly counted for a 
good deal in his later elections. When 
Laurier became prime minister he had 


Western 


been 25 years in public life (22 of them 
in Parliament) although his actual 
cabinet service was no greater than Mr. 
Trudeau's. But his defeated opponent, a 
father of Confederation, could point to an 
even longer experience and for some 
years in cabinet had been the C. D. 
Howe of_his times. 

By this measure Mr. Meighen in the 
early 1920s should have made’mincemeat 
of Mr. King. In fact it was Mr. King who 
destroyed Mr. Meighen at a turning point 
in our political history. 

Although it is difficult to imagine 
anyone less like Mr. King than the 


present prime minister, there is a rather 


intyresting analogy betweeen Mr. -Tru- 
deau’s position now and that of the 
Liberal prime minister nearly 50 years 
ago. 

Like Mr. King before him, Mr. 
Trudeau is the improbable winner of a 
national leadership convention. And like 
Mr. King in the early 1920s, he presides 
over a cabinet consisting largely of men 
who are his seniors in government. 


No Early Myth 
In the second volume of his biogra- 


phy, H. Blair Neatby points out that 
there was no such thing as a Mackenzie 


"King myth in the early 20s. When he 


became prime minister, Mr. King could 
look back on little more than two years 
of cabinet service under Laurier. At 47 
he was a year younger than Mr. Trudeau 
— all his colleagues but two, were older 
men. Moreover, 13 of the 18 ministers 
hed longer legislative service than Mr. 
King; at least three of them had been 
premiers; and one, Mr. Fielding, had in 
addition held the finance portfolio for 15 
years. - 


Mr. Trudeau's situation is in some 
respects similar; he is surrounded in 
government by veterans such as Senator 
Martin, Mr. Hellyer and Mr. Mcliraith, 
and others, such as Mr. Sharp and Mr. 
Lairg, who until recently were better 
known to the country than the present 
prime minister, — 

But there is this considerable differ- 
ence. Lacking authority and prestige, 
Mr. King had, for some years, to govern 
by compromise and conciliation. In 
contrast, the authority of Mr. Trudeau 
has never for a moment been in doubt. 

The best evidence 6f this is the 
election campaign. It quite plainly bears 
Mr. Trudeau's stamp, It is, to say the 
least of it, difficult to imagine that Mr. , 
Paul Martin, in like circumstances, 
would have gone to the country with a 
hard anti-spending line. Of those who 
might have done so, few if any would 
have felt strong enough-to challenge the 


: pretensions of Mr. Johnson in face of the 


fact that Quebec provincial Liberals’ 
have themselves talked, albeit somewhat 
veguely, of special status. 

Mr.“"King sdémetimes blurred issues 
and was often accused of soft-pedalling 
in one part of the country what he 
emphasized in another. He did not, of 
course, invent these tactics, which had 
long since been accepted as orthodox in 
a country of such great diversities. But 
Mr. Trudeau has not: merely repudiated 
them: he seems to have gone out of his 
way to stress the hard side of a message 
that has varied little if at all since he 
tock to the. hustings. 

There is little doubt that some 
Liberals have reservations about a 
campaign which, in their view, ignores 
the political facts .of life as they 
understand them. But they have plainly 


been. unsuccessful in their attempts to 
change it. i a” 

This situation is of interest fot 
another reason. Al) the biographers insist 
that, for some time after 1921, Mr. King 
wes by no means the unchallenged 
leader of his party. Some very able men 
were convinced that he was simply not 
up to the job. One obvious reason for this 
attitude was the absence of any 
convincing evidence that the Liberals 
owed the 1921 victory to their new 
leader. The more plausible explanation 


was that the country had turned to them,,. 


wichout much enthusiasm, because of the 
unpopularityof a Conservative govern- 
ment floundering in a morass of post- 
war problems. 


Constitutional Program 


No such explanation will be tenable, 
or even imaginable, if Mr. Trudeau. is 
victorious on June 25. Unlike Mr. King, 
he does not-have the benefit of an 
ambitious convention program. He does 
have a constitutional program to -which 


~ he contributed largely himself in his” 


brief but very active career as minister 
of justice. For the rest, he is the 
ecrfident master of his own campaign. If 


he loses, he will doubtless be blamed. If ~ 


he wins, he will deserve the credit for a 
strategy of sueeess.In-that case he will 
be in a much stronger position than Mr. 
King enjoyed until much later, when he 
‘was well launched’ on his unexampled 
career. 

The, strange -fact is that although 
many Canadian ministries have been 
graced by former premiers, no one has 
ever made the top job from a provincial. 
springboard. This. is Mr. Stanfield’s 
probiem.

UROPE, this spring, is feeling the 
winds of change.

Economically, Europe is in the process 
of profoundly important evolution. On 
July 1, an historic date, the Common 
Market is due to remove all remaining 
inuustrial tariffs and thus. become, in 
fact as well as in mame, one economic 
entity.

Nature Rambles

For an interesting litle walk go 
around the Nature Trail just across the 
bridge at Goldstream picnic site. 


There you can find the wild ginger 
wwith its heart-shaped leaves and bell-like 
flower with the wide spreading lobes. 
Pinch a leaf and smell the ginger odor. 
This plani sends out runners which will 
root it: the moss ard leaves on the forest 
floor. 

Here grows the water leaf, with its 
hairy leaves and stem. You can tell it by 
its rather ragged clusters of purplish 
flowers. Close by is the false bugbane 
with its head of small white bristly 
fiowers and maple-shaped leaves. 

Growing among the ibabicentee 
will see the stink currant. This shrub 
sprawls. The large “currant” leaves will 
grow up to eight inches in width. If you 
crush a leaf it gives off a pungent odor, 

Around the trail you can find the 
twisted stalk. This plant gets its name 
from the curious, sharp twist to the 
stalks, The creamy colored flowers are 


often hidden under the clasping leaves. 

On the ground there is the little shy 
forest sprite, the enchanter’s nightshade. 
Tais is a very delicate little plant with 
tiny white flowers and oval leaves. The 
plant likes the shade ami is often found 
with the wild lily-of-the valley. 

Along the trail you come to an old 
stream bed. Here the red alders and 
thimbleberry have established them- 
selves. If you go in towards the cliff you 
will see the extremely heavy moss 
growth. The face of the rock is almost 
completely covered. 

In this area you are virtually in a 
rain forest where there are some very 
ancient red cedars that are all of 500 
years old. Mingled with them are many 
old burled maples. Their limbs are 
covered with lichens that hang like 
many-hued drapes, and tiie trunks are 
covered with moss.

The River that God Forgot 
is the Amazon, and thé book 
is a study of the great rubber 
boom that occurred there in 
the first decade of the 20th 
century. 

Any reader of Collier's 
narrative will quickly realize 
why -Western civilization has 
attempted to forget the inci- 
dents that are associated with 
the boom, 
that finally remind » "the 

of this inflated eco- 
nomic bubble. 

The Putumayo River, ‘one of 
the branches of the Amazon, 
constituted the border between 
Peru and Colombia at a time 
when the two nations were 
engaged in a border dispute. 

In an effort to ease tensions 


and avoid clashes, the two 
governments withdrew from 
the Putumayo valley. Into this 
power vacuum moved the 
Peruvian adventurer, Julio 
Cesar Arana. He became 
master of the Putumayo. 
Collier’s. portrait of Arana 
shows him to be completely 
ruthless. He was motivated by 
a desire for wealth and 
power, and by an intense 
loyalty to his wife and their 
many relatives. He permitted 
nothing to hinder the accumu- 
lation of his fortune. 


prosperity was the rapid 
exploitation of the forests of 
the Putumayo through the 
total exploitation of the in- 
habitants dwelling in the 
region. 


Turned Into Slave Empire 


The Huitotos ‘Indians were, 
before Arana invaded. their 
domain, a peaceful “people 
leading an idyllic existence, 

Their simple way of life was 
summed up in their own 
creed; “Beside me beauty, 
below me peace, before me 
beauty, everywhere peace.” 

After Arana's advent, their 
valley was transformed into 
one vast slave empire; their 
lives were ‘dominated by 
Arana’s hirelings, sadistic 
escaped criminals who found 
enjoyment in torture, rape 
and murder. These were the 
weapons used to force the 
natives to labor beyond the 
limits of human endurance to 
extract the rubber as. quickly 
and as plentifully as possible. 

Travellers into the region 

were discouraged and care- 
fully watched; settlers and 
traders were driven out or 
slain; the press of Brazil was 
carefully controlled by Arana’s 
influence; politicians and gov- 
ernment officials were cor- 
upted by his wealth, 


Arana and the other rubber 
barons of the Amazon valley, 
when they were not flaunting 
their wealth on the Riviera or 
in Switzerland, enjoyed the 
fruits of. their unscrupulous 
activity in the boom city of 
Manaus. There their marble 
palaces and fabulous opera 
house remain, testimonials to 
the lavish lives they enjoyed. 

Manaus was the “white” 
city, its imported tile and 


_ marble gleaming in the tropi- 


cal sun, but it was a city built 
of the bones and blood of the 
Amazon Indians, 

Then into the valley of the 
Putumayo wandered the 
young American adventurer, 
Walter Ernest Hardenburg, 
looking for work the 
railways that the rubber was 

to the region. He 
soon found himself imprisoned 
by <Arana’s gunmen, and 
though he was able to free 
himself, he was horrified by 
the brutality with which 
Arana treated his slave 
workers. 


Took Evidence to England 


In compassion he pledged 
himself to the—struggle to 
destroy the power of this evil 
man and the system that he 
and others had created for the 
exploitation of the Amazon 
rubber, 

As Richard Collier tells the 
story of Hardenburg'’s 
the young man 


David attacking a modern 
Goliath. 

Hardenburg had no money, 
no influence, no special talent, 
no. powerful friends, and no 
ceftainty as to how he should 
proceed in his mission. He 
was struggling against a man 
who was ruthless, powerful 
and totally corrupt. 

Collier’s research has been 
painstaking, and he retraces 
the steps by which Harden- 
burg amassed his: evidence, 
Since it was impossible to 
move. against Arana’s influ- 
ence in Brazil, the American 
took his evidence to England, 
hoping to lay his charges 
before people of influence. 

The River that God Forgot. 
often reads like a legal report, 
so objective and detached is 
Collier as he tells his story. In 
spite of this, the narrative is 
fascinating, particularly as 
Hardenburg’s net begins to 
close about Arana. 

Because Arana had created 
a British-based company with 
@ respectable British board of 
directors as a front for his 
activities, the British govern- 
ment was forced to create a

YIDDISH FOR YANKEES 
OR, FUNNY, YOU DON’T 
LOOK GENTILE by Martin 
Marcus. McLelland and Stew- 
art; $1.95; 48 pages. 

So you know what lox 4nd 
bagels are, but did you realize 
that shmaltz means literally 
“rendered chicken fat?” 

This. gastronomic informa- 
tion forms the most straight- 
faced section of this hilarious 
little guide to Jewish idiom. 

As the author himself sug- 
gests, his book is less of a 
lexicon- than a Key to a 
philosophy of life. He sees the 
present decade as the “'Sink- 
ing Sixties” and feels that one 
of the best ways to bail 
oneself out is with this 


glossary, since “Yiddish 
humor is lifeboat humor,” the 
compensation of an entire 
race in the face of inevitable 
misfortune. 

Martin Marcus has ar- 
ranged his selection in chap- 
ters that illustrate different 
points of view rather than 
giving an alphabetical | list; 
but each word is indexed and 
comes with a phonetic pro- 
nunciation guide. 


However, it is not so much 
what each word means but 
the emotion behind it that 


counts, and the explanations 


are even funnier than the 
definitions: “Verblonget” (fur 
blawn jet). lost; hopelessly

You lost all your money at 
the track, your wife told you 
she’s expecting, you found 
somebody else’s name on your 
office, and you learn that 
your psychiatrist just shot 
himself.

The sardonic, world-weari- 
ness of Yiddish humor makes 
even a compliment a loaded 
statement. So much depends 
upon what is not said: “hay- 
misheh (hay mih sheh) a word 
to describe a comfortable, 
homey kind of person. To a 
mother, a haymisheh fella is a 
solid family man. To a 
daughter, he’s a square.” 


The force of these words is 
in their intonation. For an 
epic lament in one syllable, it 
would be hard to beat the lest 
entry in the book: “nu” (moo) 
the most eloquent word in any 
language. 

Given a variety of inflec- 
tions, it can mean almost 
anything you want it fo. . . If 
on your death bed, no 
memorable last words come 
to mind, just look up at your 
family, smile enigmatically 
and say ‘Nu?’

These artists believe that 
they are reaching for a new 
classicism based on the legiti- 
mate ancestry of Cezanne, 
Seurat and Monet, who in 
their time seized upon newly 
proposed. theories of optics 
when they painted. 

In this century, such con- 
structivists. as Mondrian and 
Malevich were the forebears 
of Op and Hard Edge paint- 
ings, dry, highly controlled 
use of color; and the imme- 
diate father figure of this 
fascination with color percep- 
tio is Josef Albers, who has 
spent a lifetime investigating 
its scientific basis. 


Baffled, Boggled 


The apparent result of all 
this research is that man’s 
eyes are not windows, al- 
though he has long regarded 
them as such. They can be 
baffled and boggled. They 
often see things that are not 
there and fail to see things 
that are. 

In the eyes resides man's 
first sense, and it is fallible. 

Preying and playing on this 
fallibility in vision, this 
movement in painting is per- 
haps now at a peak, and its 
practitioners seem to exert a 
majority’ of control even on 
the Vancouver art scene. 

To be frank, I have seldom 
completely responded to this 
kind of -ealeulated—art,—al- 
though there is no denying the 
Scienfic impulse which exists 
in- all areas. ¢ 

In terms of- true —experi- 
mentation, it must -be -con- 
ceded to be one of the few 
remaining fields of inquiry, 
before painting is separatéd 
entirely from- the stretched 
canvas. 


Hard to Judge 


I find it difficult to make 
judgments about art based so 
entirely on a passionless pre- 
cision, no matter. how much 
one may admire the impec- 
cable technique. 

There is the antiseptic arua 
here, as if the art has been 
untouched by human ‘hands; 
layed out by a mechanical 
drafting machine or charted 
by a computer. 

Some .of the _ paintings 
employ moire patterns, 
familiar in the shimmer of 
water silk fabrics. Funda- 
mentally, these are flashes of 
apparent reflection, created 
whenever two or more grids 
of parallel or periodic rulings 
window screens for 
example — are overlapped. 

When misaligned slightly, 
they produce ripples and 
curves not actually inherent in 
the grids. The smallest angle 
of change yields the greatest, 
most disturbed pattern  dis- 
placements. 

These patterns suddenly 
reveal new sensations that 
man never knew were within 
his visible ‘province. But is it 
therefore science and.not art? 
Perhaps.

Other artists in this exhibi- 
tion examine the way a single 
color looks. darker than it is 
against a lighter background; 
or, still again, by placing 
contrasting shapes together, 
which causes the eye to 
perceive them alternately as 
figure and ground. 

The theory is that such 
shifts move between the eye's 
stimulation and repose (pos- 
sibly-to relieve strain), and 
produces interesting retinal 
afterimages, 


Mastered Both 


Paul Wong, probably the 
most able of the- pure painters 
in this group, has mastered 
the use of both the moire and 
afterimage techniques, 
has admirably ‘retained the 
semblance of ghostly forms, 
hovering in the interstices of 
his geometric patterns. 

Michael Morris, a Victoria- 
reared artist, displays a dis- 
tint virtuosity of purely tech- 
nical means in two composi- 
tions, which nevertheless 
strike me as merely hand- 
some Objects, as turned out 
and polished as top-secret 
isometric projections of com- 
ponents for the hydrogen 
bomb, 

When I look at such fault- 
less full-color and bendayed 
drafting, I think only of the 
just revenge that is being 
wreaked on a public which 
felt so cheated by the Ab- 
stract Expressionist ™ 0 v e- 
ment. 

Here is the return to the 
calm and order it clamored 
for; hermetically sealed under 
plexiglas and detached to the 


point of utter emotional 
sterility. 
As. - formal;  scientifically- 


oriented designs, the paintings 
of Brian Fisher stand up well. 
They appear to be based on 
representations of magnetic

For on this trim six-acre 
farm in Central Saanich Bo is 
opening a riding and boarding 
school of her own, She is 
instructor, exercise girl, 
stable hand, dishwasher and 
lawnmower operator. 


Even grader operator. She 
steered one of the giant 
machines recently, levelling 
the ground for a riding ring 
on the farm near West 
Saanich and Keating Cross 
Road. 


Strange job for a queen. 


For that is one of the titles 
Bo has won along the way to 
prominence in the saddle. 


Cow Palace Queen 


In 1964 she went to Palo 
Alto, Calif., where Col. Alex 
Sysin conducts a riding course 
for Stanford University. She 
rode for his stable and while 
there was named Queen of the 
Cow Palace in San-Francisco. 


Bo started her riding career 
at the Cedar Hill Cross Road 
stable of Don Carley. Later 
she rode at the stable of C. C. 
Carpenter at Prospect Lake 
and it was he who arranged 
the job in California for her. 


It was her last year in 
California Bo regards as the 
most valuable. There she was 
taught by Jimmie Williams at 
the Flintridge Riding Club in 
Pasadena. She describes him 
as the best instructor in the 
top stable on the west coast, 


A Long Time 


What does it take to become 
a top show rider? 


“A long time,” says Bo with 
a smile. She considers she’s 
been lucky in the. jobs she's 
had. In /California she was 
riding 15 horses a day. It was 
practice, practice, with a 
show every weekend. 


Show horses include hunt- 
ers, jumpers and equitation 
horses. Hunters are judged on 
conformation. With jumpers, 
only the height they-can-clear 
counts, not their style. 


* 


Equitation horses, in gen- 
eral terms, are children’s 
horses. Bo can handle them 
all. 


In riding, and particularly 
jumping, control and timing 
are the vital ingredients, says 
Bo, 

“When you look at a fence 
you have to be able to judge 
where your horse is going to 
take off. 

“And there has to be a 
great deal of training on the 
flat so you can control the 
horse. Ifyou can’t control it 
there, there’s no way you can 
control it jumping.” 

It’s ironic, she notes, that 
while horses are generally 
recognized as not very bright 
(“even stupider than dogs’’), 
many of them manage to 
buffalo their owners. 


At the same time it's 
important to. remember in 
training that when things go 
wrong “‘it’s never the horse’s 
fault.” 


Don’t Blame Him 


“They usually try and 
please you. If something goes 
wrong, you have to stop and 
figure what it is you’re doing 
that’s not right.” 

Riders and horses reflect 
different temperaments, says 


Bo, and needless to say they 
don’t always match. 


“This is why I think people 
need help in buying a horse— 
especially for children.” 

On Sunnylane Farm there is 
@ well-kept barn housing 11 
stalls. Bo’s operation includes 


boarding and within a month: 


she estimates the barn will be 
filled or nearly so. 


It costs $70 a month to 
board a horse. Training will 
cost $50. 


“T'm. interested.in teaching 
the rider how to train his 
horse and in training horses,” 
is the way Bo summarizes her 
ambitions. 


Long Road to Go 


What would it cost, in time 
and money, to buy a horse 
and train a rider? 


“For a well-trained show 
horse you can trust your child 
with, $1,000,” says Bo. It 
would be a lot more*in a place 
like California. She adds there 
are good horses available 
locally for $500. 


“But it’s a long road to go 
when you have to teach the 
horse and child together.” 


If the youngster has never 
ridden, he or she should be 
riding “quite well” in a year 


and ready for shows in two 
years. 


Get_to_Like—It 


Bo notes it will take about a 
year, with practice daily, to 
get a jumper on his way. 


“Most horses don’t want to 
jump at the start but they get 
to like it.” 


Wishful. thinking? 


Well, that’s the name of a 
horse Bo can point to to prove 
her point. 


He was nine years old when 
she bought him last year, a 
hunter and jumper but nobody 
could make him jump. 


She started showing him 
four months later and he 
finished the year reserve 
champion green jumper in 
B.C., paying her way to

TORONTO (CP) -— The 
Presbyterian Church in Can- 
ada-last year donated more 
than $2,000,000 for home and 
overseas church work and 

rt of church colleges, a 
g ral assembly meeting 
was told. 

A. H. Dancey of Oshawa, 
head-of the church's board of 
stewardship, said donations 
totalled $2,035,502, an all-time 
high and a 3.7 per cent 
increase over 1966. 

However, he said, ‘annual 

expenditures now are 
$2,300,000. The assembly ap- 
proved an objective of 
$2,500,000 for this year. 
_In his report Mr. Dancey 
accused some Presbyterians 
of “hiding in the weeds” and 
not supporting the church in 
its mission. 

“The problem is not finan- 
cial poverty, but a myopia 
about possessions and their 
use,”’ the report said. 

A survey showed the Pres- 
bytery of Saskatoon had the 
highest average donation to 
the budget to $14.10 a mem- 
ber, compared with a national 
average of $10.28. 

At another session a special 
committee on vocation and 
resources was told the 
church’s difficulty in recruit- 
ing ministers reflects a ‘‘gen- 
eral malaise” toward Chris- 
tian vocations. 

Rev..Charles C. Cochrane of 
Montreal said the church 
must restore a sense of 
Christian vocation to all 
members if recruiting and 
other problems are to be 
solved.

With young shurbs of deut- 
zia, phildelphus (Mock- 
orange), tamarix, and the 
early pink weigela, cut back 
the: wood which bore flowers 
and remove weak. shoots. Old 
shrubs can have the oldest 
branches removed at ground 
level, leaving the newer 
branches. 

Leaves of fall-blooming col- 
chicums may be wilting now. 
Wait-until they become brown 
before cutting off. These bulbs 
will bloom .again in late 
August. 

Give chrysanthemums first 
feeding of general garden 
fertilizer, and be sure the 
plants do not lack water. 

Side shoots of staking 
varieties of tomatoes . shoul 
be removed as soon as they 
form; but no pinching out of 
any growths is needed with 
bush or determinate varieties. 

Flower buds should: be al- 
ready visible on the earliest 
kinds of bush tomatoes. 

Draw soil “away from 
onions, shalotts and garlic to 
hasten sizing and _ ripening. 
Keep these plants clear of 
weeds.

A. You probably have a 
pink Clematis montana which 
may “safely be pruned now 
after flowering. You can be 
drastic, although the growth 
during summer will be con- 
Siderable. 

However, control it as it 
grows by shortening. the long 
ends and training ‘in the 
portions needed. 


Q. I have a lot of irises 
which seem unlikely to flower 
this year. When is the earliest 
I can dig them for moving? 
—W., Tillicum. 

A. Early July -is a good 
time, if you have the German* 
or Bearded Iris with heavy 
rhizome rootstocks something 
like a potato. Discard worn- 
out pieces, keep new sections, 
replant in well drainéd-sunny 
spot. Use only bonemeal as 
fertilizer, no manure.

TIPS FOR HOME GARDENERS 


Dont Let Withering Fool You 


By JACK BEASTALL 

Interest in clematis is in- 
creasing every year and ques- 
tions concerning the culture of 
these lovely 
shrubs and 
climbers are 
also increas- 
ing. Let it be 
stated’ right 
at the start 
that clematis 
are €asy to {Ff 
grow. 

There is no 

reason why 
the clematis Jack 
should not thrive for everyone. 
For generations it Was consid- 
ered a tricky plant to handle, 
but that idea has long been 
dispelled. 
It is not a plant to “bung” 
into-a hole and forget, in fact, 
it is the positioning’ and 
planting that determines 
whether or not the gardener 
will have success. 

The unsuccessful gardener 
blames clematis wilt disease 
for his losses, While such a 
disease does exist, it only 
attacks one and two year old 
plants. £ 


Since most clematis offered 
by the trade are established 
plants of more than two 
years, there is no need to be 
any more cancerned than we 
are with roses. 


The one habit of the cle- 
matis that fools the unwary is 
the production of a strong 
shoot early in the spring after 
planting, and the withering of 
this shoot in May or June. 

However, if the plant is 
provided with just enough 
water to keep the roots from 
drying out, it may put up 
another growth later in -the 
season, or remain inactive 
until the following spring 
when it will grow like a 
beanstalk. 

Hundreds of live and 
healthy clematis roots have 


been thrown away by home 
gardeners because this un- 
orthodox way of getting estab- 
lished was not understood. 

Probably some losses are 
due to the clematis being 
described as completely 
hardy. & 

To many gardeners the 
term “hardy” is interpreted 
as meaning “able to take care 
of itself,” when it actually 
indicates a plant’s ability to 
resist adverse weather. 

But most of our troubles in 
starting clematis in the gar- 
den are due to failure in 
giving that little bit of extra 
care while the plants are 
becoming established. 

The first consideration is a 
suitable place, and to locate 
such a place.we must remem- 
ber we are dealing with a 
climbing plant. 


*® 


This brings the question: 
Why do plants climb? The 
answer is easy; they climb 
because of competition for 
light. 

All natural climbers start 
out under the protection of 
taller vegetation. This protee- 
tion seems to be essential for 
the early months of a seedling 
climber, but once it has 
become established it quickly 
clambers from darkness into 
light and smothers the protec- 
tive plants. 

Planted beneath a sturdy 
shrub with evergreen foliage, 
the clematis finds perfect 
conditions and will soon dis- 
play its masses of flowers all 
over the sunny side of its bene- 
factor. 


It will spread upwards or 
downwards over rocks, 
scramble along fences or 
clothe the branchless portion 
of a conifer trunk. But in all 
instances it must have its 
roots protected by other vege- 
tation. 

Clematis will succeed on the 
wall of a building, providing

The slim foam rubber pad 
looks better than the mattress- 
spring combination, and is 
easier to handle.

the wall faces east, west, or 
south, Less shrub growth. is 
needed on a north wall. 

While shrubs at the base 
provide the moist cool soil 
needed by clematis roots, they 
also provide incentive to 
climb. 


When a natural Climber can 
obtain all the light it needs at 
soil level, there is no need for 
it to climb because there is no 
competition. That is another 
reason why all climbing 
plants need shrubs over their 
roots... 

Having found an ideal posi- 
tion, the next step is planting. 
Clematis are always sold in 
containers since it would be 
impossible to lift enough roots 
from the open ground for the 
plant.to survive. 

We remove the plant from 
its container and set it in a 
prepared hole, placing the top 
of the ball of roots at least 
two inches below soil level. 
That is the important pojnt in 
Planting; .two inches below 
soil level. _ 

Unfortunately, most gar- 
deners want a lot of plarit for 
their dollar, therefore cle- 
matis for sale usually have 
three to five feet of top 
growth attached to a bamboo 
Stake. 


The wise gardener-cuts the 
top growth back to 12 inches 
before removing the plant 
from the container. This 
should be done whenever a 
Clematis is planted because 
its job now is to make a large 
root system to support a large 
vine, < 

To expect the plant to make 
a dozen six-inch flowers and 
climb halfway up a wall on a 
canfull of roots is expecting 
the impossible. It will try 
very hard to please, but will 
probably perish in the 
attempt. 


Planting holes for clematis 
have to be deep and perfectly 
drained. The roots will be

two inches for buried stem, 
plus four inches of soil 
beneath the roots, and two 
inches of broken pots and 
bricks for drainage, and you 
have a hole 16 inches deep, 
Break up the subsoil well 
and add rotted humus to hold 
it open.

tip, or tips, to encourage 
further branching. 
Remember, clematis are 


lime lovers. For this reason 
they do well planted 24 inches 
out from a concrete founda- 
tion. They will not thrive in 
soil that is perfect for rhodos, 
azaleas, and camellias, nor 
will these acid lovers thrive 
where a clematis -is happy.

Shipyard Deal 
Involves 1,000 
Quebec Workers 


QUEBEC (CP) — The provin- 
cial. government has threatened 
to pass legislation to save the 
jobs of 1,000 shipyard workers 
involved unwittingly in a com- 
plex skein of business deals and 
contractual problems. 


Premier Daniel Johnson told 
officials of* the shipworkers 
union, Friday night he will ask 
the federal government to trans- 
fer a ship-repairing ‘contract 
from a firm which has been 
taken over ‘by another. 

Davie Shipbuilding Co. of near- 
by Lauzon, had contracted to ef- 
fect repairs on the ship New 
Liskeard. But the shipyard was 
purchased recently by. George 
T. Davie and Sons Ltd.,. which 
has decided to close down the 
yard and lay off today 1,000 em- 
ployees. 

Mr. Johnson said he was to 
retommend today ‘in a telegram 
to Industry Minister Drury that 
the contract ‘be transferred to 
George T. Davie and Sons Ltd. 
and the work be continued. 

He said his government was 
prepared to pass ‘legislation 
postponing completion of the 
shipyard sale~to enable the con- 
tract transfer to take place. 

The union, affiliated with the 
Confederation of National Trade 
Unions, said Friday night Mr. 
Johnson appeared to have ac- 
cepted the ~situation the ship 
would not be repaired: because 
of the sale of the yard. ..
